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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest the device for detecting the presence of pathogens trapped in 
an electric field in instant claim 1 , or the device for trapping particles in an electric field 
formed by electrodes in instant claim 8. Note that claims 1 and 8 require a fluidic 
channel, said fluidic channel having a surface, at least one pair of interdigitated 
electrodes positioned on said surface of said fluidic channel with a space between said 
interdigitated electrodes, said at least one pair of interdigitated electrodes localized 
along said fluidic channel, with said at least one pair being located on the same surface 
of said fluidic channel, said interdigitated electrodes having electrode plates with a 
surface. An example of the fluidic channel can be seen in instant Figure 1 , and an 
example of the instant interdigitated electrodes can be seen Figure 2. 

The terminal disclaimers filed March 24, 2004 have overcome the provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejections over application Serial Nos. 09/738,461, 
09/993,870, and 09/737,542.
